DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art (e.g. 
Takahashi and Kinoshita) teaches a divided driver having a retaining and mounting ring with 
structure as claimed by applicant and further the rings are capable of being used as mechanical 
face seal. Prior art does not teach the retaining ring and the mounting ring being axially together 
to from a claw clutch and the claw clutch is interrupted by the recess engaged with the at least 
one drive pin. Furthermore the reference of Azibert et al does teach claw clutch connection 
between two members but one skilled in the art would not add this connection to the inventions 
of Takahashi or Kinoshita.
